an improved telephone and a perfected 
phonograph. The latter has been Ed- 
ison's dream for years, and it has only 
been completed recently. Tho phono- 
graph works without the scraping sound 
which is now audible in the instrument, 
and the tone of the sound which it takes 
is reproduced with the utmost accuracy. 
If a tenor or a soprano singa into the 
new phonograph, the person who hears 
the song from the phonograph receives 
aa much enjoyment as if he had listen- 
ed to the song in person. Bnt one of 
these instruments has been made, and it 
is in very rough form.

The phonograph, on tho other hand, 


when brought into action, fills the room. 
with sound. By means of this Instru- 
ment Melbu can' aing to a million per- 
sons at oiieo.

IT PREVENTS WOMEN FROM BEING 


QUEENS IN SOME COUNTRIES. 


Ho Other XAW Ha» Canned So Mnch Blood- 


shed—Through This Code the Kingdom 
of Hanover tost Its Independence and 
Waa Absorbed by Prussia. 


A relic of prehistoric barbarism, of 


times when women were regarded as 
soulless beings but one remove superior 
to the brute creation, is that Salio law 
which debars the fair sex from all rights 
of succession to most of the thrones of 
Europe. No one knows with any degree 
'of certainty the origin of this law, al 
though many theories and arguments 
have been advanced regarding it, yet 
there is no law that has been the cause 
of so much bloodshed and desolation 
throughout tho last 800-years. 


Nearly all tho historic wars that hare 


taken place in Europe since the days of 
the first crusado may be attributed to 
the existence of this law, and even in 
tha present century sanguinary struggles 
have taken place on its account. Great 
Britain Mid Russia are the only two 
countries whoro it has never secured any 
foothold. 


Spain. Portugal and Holland have 


within the last 100 years erased the 
law from their statute books, and have 
benefited by tho change, while since the 
roifjn cf Maria Theresa and the seven 
ypui-s' war it exists only in a modified 
form in Austria, and, perhaps, not at 
,'.11 in the kingdom of Hungary. 


Bat it is still in force in Denmark, in 


Sweden, in Prussia and all the other 
t'odprr.l states of tho German empire, as 
v.-oJl as in Belgium, Italy, Roumania, 
i;>i-vin, Bulgaria and Greece, the na- 
1-ionnl constitution of which, being of a 
move mushroom character and drawn 
tip by enlightened statesmen of tho prea- 
i-iii. century, might reasonably be ex- 
j!>:<:t,rd to be moro up to date and free 
fit"!', rrach narrow medieval prejudices 
i:i!il doctrines. 


It ia precisely in tho three countries

preme disadvantage, in the eyes of the 
Lutherans and Protestants, constitut- 
ing tho vast majority of tho nation, of 
being a Catholic. 


Although King Oscar of Norway is 


oivj of the most enlightened and accom- 
plished of man, endowed with a char- 
acter that can only bo described aa un- 
blemished, he has not proved a success- 
ful ruler. 


Tho fact is that tho king, in spite of 


all his talents and his perfections, moral 
and otherwise, is entirely wanting in 
that personal magnetism, and, if I may 
be permitted to coin tho expression, that 
public tact which distinguished his 
homely, genial and by no means so in- 
tellectual brother, King Charles XV.

AN HOUR'S WALK. 


ITon Would Hardly Think That 
That 


Heant Traveling; 85,953 Miles. 


Have'you ever thought of the distance 


you travel while yon are out on nn hour's 
stroll? Possibly yon walk three miles 
within the honr, but that does not by 
any means represent the distance yovi 
travel. The earth turns on itonxig every 
24 hours. For the sake of round figures 
\vo will call the earth's circumference 
24,000 milee, and 
BO yon must have 


traveled during the hone's stroil 1,000 
miles in the axial turn of (he earth. 


But this is iicfc all. The earth makes 


a journey around the sun every year, 
and a Jong but rapid trip it is. The dis 
tar.ce of our pltmot from the nun we 
will put at 02,000,000 miles. This is 
the radius of (ho earth's orbit—half the 
diameter of lie circle, ;« \ve call it. 
The who]o diameter is Ihercfoic 184,- 
000,000 miles, and Clio cireiur.JEcv.ence, 
fcc-iiig ihe diameter multiplied by 8, M16, 
is about 678,000,000. 


This amazing distance the earth trav- 


els in i(s yearly journey, and dividing 
it by SCS wo find the daily spred about 
1,580,000. Then, to get thu distance 
you rcJa ui'iyund the sun during your 
hour's walk, divide again by 24, and 
the result is. about 66,000 miles. But 
this is not the end cf your hour's trip. 
The sun, with its entiie brood of plan- 
ets, is moving in space at the rate of 
160,000,000 miles in a year. This is at 
the rate of a little mere than 488,000 
miles a day, or 18,250 miles an hoar. 


So, adding your three miles of leg 


travel to the hour's axial movement of 
the earth, this to the earth's orbital jonr- 
ney, and that again to the earth's excur- 
sion with the sun, and you find you 
have traveled ill the hour 85, S58 miles. 
—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Aa 
for the museums, the objects they coil' 
tain have beea accumulated by many 
popea, but their existence ought perhaps 
to be chiefly ntU'ibutetl to Jnjius If and 
Leo X, the principal representatives of 
the Rovero and Medici families.—F.
